regions. The fact is, in the protec- 
tion of his property he pays very little 
attention to close or opin seasons. 
All seasons are apt to be open to 
him. And thenat the expense of 
being branded with the ignomin- 
1ous epithet of ‘‘pot-hunter,” he is 
not overstocked with that scientific 
patience that waits for the birds to 
rise, and then takes a single bird with 
each barrel; but he gives them a rak- 
ing shot on the ground, or along a 
fence rail, and gathers in a whole pot- 
pie at one shot, and at an economical 
outlay of ammunition. 

That’s business. That means a good 
dinner for his family. That is what 
quails arejmade fur. True, there isn’t 
much science about it; but what is 
science to a hungry man, or one with 
a fine garden that is being ruined by 
game birds?--[San José Mercury. 


“Sport” in Nevada County. | 

Nevada isone of the counties in 
which the Supervisors hold themselves 
to be superior to the Legislature, and 
have therefore assumed to give per- 
mission to persons to shoot deer after 
the first of November. Having in 
view (we suppose) this peculiar state of 
affairs, the Grass Valley Zidings thus 
discourses: ‘Killing deer at this sea- 
son must have great pleasure in it. 
The beasts are attending to their do- 
mestic affairs, and are so intent on 
obeying the command which tells 
them to study the multiplication table 
that they heed not the hunter. There- 
fore they fall an easy prey to the gun 
of the man who sneaks up on them. 
The “antlered monarch” while wooing 
his gentle-eyed sweetheart has no at- 
tention for the sportsman (?) who creeps 
through the brush for the purpose 
of firing a murderous shot into the 
bower of love. Hence, it is fun now, 
or sport, to kill the deer. The killer 
gets much meat without having to tire 
himself out with long walks, and 
without having to annoy himself with 
the exercise of skill and patience. The 
meat he gets, in these days, is very 
fine. Perhaps the flesh of a “settin’ 
hen,” after she has been attending to 
her iri¢ubation affairs on two sets of 
eggs, is about the only flesh that sur- 
passes that of the swell-necked buck 
of the deer tribe at th’'s season of the 
year. The timid dve is now an in- 
valid, as Michelet would say, and her 
flesh is not fit for human food. At 
such times as these that are now pre’ 
vailing among deer, even the wolf will 
not kill female or fawn of the deer, 
unlesss compelled so to do by the most 
pressing hunger. But the wolf is not 
a sportsman.”
